METROPOLITAN NIKOLAI 


MOSCOW (AP)—Metropolitan 
Nikolai, one of Russia's best 
known churchmen and a strong 
supporter of Soviet power, died 
Wednesday of a heart attack, 
He was 69. 

The Metropolitan has been in 
semiretirement since he gave 
up active church service in 1959 
because of iil health. 

He became famous after 
World War II as a leading 
member of the World Peace 
Council and for his denunciation 
of alleged American germ war- 
fare !. Korea. In 1953 he was 
a member of the guard of honor 
at Stalin’s funeral and iaid a 
wreath on his tomb.

The mob of about 400 persons 
attacked the consulate twice 
after reports that four alleged 
government “spies” had taken 
refuge there. Windows and 
glass partitions were smashed. 

The attack came shortly after 
noon against the U.S. diploma- 
tic establisnment in midtown 
Santo Domingo,

licy in the Dominican political 
crisis voiced by Armed Forces 
Secretary Maj.

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Movies in Review 


‘When Comedy Was King’ 


By POUMY SAISHO 


“When Comedy Was King,” 
playing from Sunday at all 
theaters on the T.Y. chain 
(listed at the end of this 
article), has apparently been 
made on the strength of the 
popular success of “La Grande 
Epoch,” a delightful collection, 
shown here exactly a year ago, 
of classic highlights from the 
silent comedy films. 

The new edition § includes 
Chaplin, Keaton and Langdon 
as well as. every known come 
dian of the time, except, 
strangely, Harold Lloyd, and in- 
stead of Rene Clair commenta- 
ries, it has a happily superfluous 
Japanese running commentary 
and a unique prologue device 
evidently to play upon the feel- 
ing of nostalgia, real or imagi- 
nary, for the simpler and bolder 
age (1910-1920) of the movies. 

Chartie Chase, flanked by his 
small, devilish daughter and his 
wife, is seen struggling for 
seats In a crowded movie house. 
Making a great show of his 
incoghito status yet too consci- 
ous of his celebrity status to 
ignore completely the smiles or 
snickers of the people around 
him, he bows and smiles amia- 
bly, concentrating on his part 
as good father and good hus- 
band. But at the last minute 
his little daughter reaches up to 
him and whispers something in- 
to his ear, and there he has to 
whisk the brat away with him, 
making his way back all over 
through the hostile crowds. 
And as soon as he settles down 
to his blissful anonymity, one 
violent hiccup after another be- 
gins to emanate from him to 
startle his decorous neighbors, 
and thrusts him again into un- 
wonted notoriety in the dark. 
All the while, the orchestra in 
the pit plays some sweet 
nostalgic theme with grand fan- 
fare. 

Whether enacted thus in one’s 
private life, or more famously 
on the screen, the comic spirit 
of the age was sheer slapsticks. 
It was before Chaplin, establish- 
ed his beautiful conventions of 

thos and a film comedy was 

rgely a matter of frank physi- 
cal interest like a circus, not of 
psychological subtleties. It 
celebrated a simple humor some 
crude souls enjoy when, for in- 


stance, they are looking at 
someone fall down or some ob- 
ject turned upside down. 


Meaninglessness was its mean- 
ing. 

To begin with, the Keystone 
studios present 24-year-old 
Charlie Chaplin in three conven- 
tional slapstick films—one called 
“A Film Johnny,” satirizing 
moviemaking itself, then, a man 
and wife gag called “His Tryst. 
ing Place” in which Chaplin is 
the harassed husband of jealous 
wife Mabel Normand, and “A 
Gentleman of News” featuring 
cars equipped with propellers, 
to stage an auto-race.

Dedicated to Welfare of Argentina 


Arturo Frondizi was born on 
18, 1908 in Paso de 


“los Libres, a town on the bor-

der with Brazil. His parents, 
Julio Frondizi and Isabel Ercoli 
had arrived in Argentina in 
1890, shortly after their marri- 
age, from Gubbio, their native 
town, They had 14 children, of 
which the President of Argen- 
tina ig the 12th. 


The family lived in different 
‘ Owns in the Argentine river re- 
gion, as the father, who was a 
road, bridge and railway build- 
er, was transferred many times. 


They also traveled on several 
occasions to Italy before the 
birth of the four younger chil- 
dren. Frondizi completed his 
primary and secondary educa- 
tion in the cities of Concepcion 
del Uruguay, Entre Rios, and 
in Buenos Aires. 


Student of Law 


After taking on employment 
in order to contribute to his 
home while studying, he started 
his studies in law in 1927, 
which he preferred over medi- 
eine, although in the beginning, 
it had held great attraction for 
him and which still interests 
him enormously. He graduated 
as a lawyer, with honors, in half 
the usual term of six years. 

In 1930, President Hipolito 
Yrigoyen was ousted from office 
by a military coup, and Fron- 
dizi was imprisoned for his op- 


position to the new Govern- 
ment. 

A short time later he refused 
to accept his diploma, saying: 
“My conscience can accept no 
other satisfaction than the re- 
storation of public freedoms 
and of a University where the 
right to think is not a crime.” 

In 1931 he became a member 
of the Union Civica Radical and 


‘participated in the internal ac- 


tivities of that party, where he 
Was soon entrusted with respon- 
sible positions. 

His specialty being civil and 
commercial law, he continually 
increased his knowledge of his- 
tory, sociology and economy. 

In 1933, Frondizi was married 
to Elen Faggionato. His only 
daughter, Elena, was born in 
1937, and is at present a student 
of Educational Science in the 
University of Buenos Aires, 


Political Activities 


His professional and political 
activities, did not prevent Fron- 
dizi from carrying out intensive 
work in cultural or professional 
organizations, such as the Law- 
yers Association, of which he 
was President, the Free School 
of Advanced Studies, the Polit- 
ical and Economic Studies Asso- 
ciation, the Radical University 
Committee and the “Alejandro 
Korn” Popular University. 

He dealt with political and 
economic subjects in many 
courses and lectures. His first 
book, “Regimen Juridico de la 
Economia Argentina” (Legal

Operation of the Argentine Eco- 
nomy), where he analyzed di- 
rectional tendencies in the field 
of economy which, at the time, 
were beginning to take roots 
in the country, dates back to 
1942. He traveled to several 
Latin American countries, as 
well as to Europe and the 
United States. 


In 1946, at the age of 38, he 
was elected representative for 
the Federal Capital, and from 
the very beginning his activity 
was directed toward the study 
of economic matters. 


When in 1942 he concluded 
his mandate in Congress, he 
was already considered one of 
the most outstanding personal- 
ities in the ranks of his party, 
In 1954 he was elected to pre- 
side over it. 


Three years before he had 
been a candidate for the vice 
presidency of the nation, in op 
age og to the platform headed 

y the then General Peron. To- 
ward the end of 1954, he pub- 
lished “Petroleo y Politica” 
(Petroleum and = Politics), a 
lengthy study on economic mat- 
ters and their political consequ- 
ences in Argentina. 

When the dictatorship of Pe- 
ron was ousted in September 
1955, a revolutionary Govern- 
ment that restored public free- 
doms and calied for general 
elections which were carried 
out on Feb. 23, 1958. In 
these elections, Frondizi was 
nominated President with over 


four million votes out of a total 
of over nine million, 


Elected President 


When he took office, on May 
1958, the country was in a seri- 
ous economic and political situ- 
ation. The stagnation of agri- 
cultural and cattle production, 
emphasized by the continued 
increase in population and a 
growing demand for higher 
standards of living, had deter- 
mined, together with other 
causes, a crisis which was evi- 
dent in the heavy devaluation 
of the peso and in the impos- 
sibility of importing raw mate 
rials, fuel and machinery which 
were essential for the preserva- 
tion of the normal rate of devel- 
opment in national industry. 


Frondizi had also to face a 
difficult political situation, in 
an attempt to achieve constitu- 
tional consolidation, threatened 
first by rebellious strikes and 
later by terrorist activities of 
certain Peronist and Commu- 
nist factions bent in the des- 
truction of institutional order. 


With the exception of those 
political groups, which were 
outiawed, electoral guaranties 
have remained in force for all 


the others, which signify not 
only absolute fairness in elec- 
tions, but also equality § for

Auspicious Future Anticipated 


Japanese trading circles are 
pinning great hopes on the state 
visit to Japan bv Argentine 
President Arturo Frondizi, an- 
xious that a new era be opened 
for trade. relations between 
Japan and Argentina. 

Since Argentina is the mast 
advanced nation in South Ame- 
rica, the Japanese traders also 
consider it the most promising.

Japan's trade with Argentina 
in 1960 included exports amount-

Exports increased in %4 per 
cent insofar as metals and 
metal products were concerned, 
composed predominantiy of iron 
and steel, especially steel plates. 

Machinery remained at the 
same level as in the past, a 62 
per cent rise in electric machi- 
nery being offset by a fall in 
transportation relling stock. 

Textile and chemical exports 
from. Japan to Argentina in- 
creased 500 and 12 per cent, res- 
pectively. 

A 6 per cent increase both 
in maize and wool, imports from 
Argentina accounted for 51 per 
cent and 26 per cent respective- 
lv of Japan’s over-all imports 
of these products.

The Republic of Argentina is 
a country with peculiar econo- 
mic and social characteristics, 
which. differentiate her funda- 
mentaliy from other § Latin 
American countries, 


The geographical position 
she occupies in ai temperate 
zone, the variety and wealth of 
natural Tresources, the high 
standard of education and 
health of the people, the capa- 
city of her modern industry 
and the high standards of 
consumption make of Argentina 
a country somewhat similar to 
the Western European coun- 
tries. 

The average income per capl- 
ta is about $650 per vear, while 
the average in Latin America is 
@bout $300. The speed with 
which its people have taken to 
hi@her standards of living may 
be seen in the fact that during 
the 12 months that have 
elapsed since the Inauguration 


bf television, the number of 
sets has increased from 26 for 
every thousand inhabitants, to 
36. 


Self-Sufficient in Food 


Argentina is one of the few 
countries of the world that con- 
Biders herself self-sufficient in 
matter of food. 

She is the greatest exporter 
of meat, a very important pur- 
vevor of cereais and her popu- 
lation is one of the best fed in 
the. world. 


Only 27 per cent of humanity 


consume more than 2,700 calo- 
ries daily; in Argentina the con- 
sumption is 2.840... While 17.2 


‘per cent of the world’s popula- 


tion consumes per head per da, 
30 grams of animal proteins, the 
consumption in Argé@ntina is 65 
grams. 

The potentialities of her re- 
markably well-prepared popula- 
tion constitute another very fa- 
vorabic factor. The index of lLi- 
terate people among those oldd- 
er than 15 yvears of age is as 
high as 86.4 per cent. The index 
of efficiency in the standards 


of e education can be gauged bv 
the fact that the 23 pupils for 
every primary school teacher is 
one of the lowest rates in the 
world, and the perceptage of 


young people who follow uni- 
versity courses is surpassed 
oniv in very few countries. 


As regards public 
statistics show also a population 
that is healthy, with a percen- 
tage of deaihs (10 for every 
thousand annualiv>) that is 
below that of some European 
countries. 

This brief outline of some 
characteristic aspects of Argen- 
tina, Show already that the 
economic problems she faces 
cannot be the typical problems 
of underdeveloped econamfles. 
There are however, certain 
aspects which are common, 
fundamentally the problem of 
insufficient. basic capital for 
investment, 

The extraordinary fertility of 
her fields allows her to feed 
easily a relatively small popu- 
lation. And Argentina was for 
many vears one of the most 
important exporters of products 
appertaining to land and cattle. 
Cereals, meats, leathers = anc 
wools covered the internal de- 
mand and left a surplus which 
sold outside the country earned 
the monev reauired to pay for 
the things that were necessary 
to import. 

After 1930 a constant increase

Since then new factors condl- 
tioned the economic develop- 
ment without, however, succeed- 
ing in adjusting fully the econo- 
my as a whole to the quick pace 
with which the more evolv- 
ed sectors were growing. To 
these sectors belonged funda- 
mentally the light industries for 
consumption commodities, this 
called for close dependence 
upon foreign countries because 
of the need for machinery raw 
materials and fuel, 


Problem Grows 


The increased industrializa- 
tion not only did not solve the 
problem of the insufficient capa- 
city to import, but made it even 
worse. When after the post- 
war vears foreign trade began 
to be unfavorable because of 
the deterioration of the terms 
of interchange for the countries 
that produced raw materials, 
the eapacity to hiv diminished, 
creating a situation that wor- 
sened every vVvear.

Development Plan 


This critical situation with 
definite characteristics could be 
stopped only by taking strong 
measures that would give a 
rew impulse to the develop- 
ment of those vital and basic 
sectors whose insufficiencies 
were responsible for the stagna- 
tion of the national activity, 


The Development Plan pro- 
gressively applied by the Gov- 
ernment of Argentina from May 
1958, aimed consequently at con- 
centrating investments in such 
sectors. This plan was applied 
first to the oil industry because 
this was a field where great 
rewards could be expected ra- 
pidiv and because in it foreign 
capital could be brought im- 
mediately. Besides, on taking 
this action two different na- 
tioned! problems would be facod 
simuitaneousiv: that of fuel 
and that of the balance of trade. 


Good Response 


The means used 
reorganization of 
owned oil company with a view 
to increase its efficiency and 
the promotion of private, nation- 
al and foreign capital invest- 
ments.

The Government took also the 
necessary steps for the develop- 
ment of the petrochemical and 
heavy industries by means of 
special concessions such as 
those given to industries pro 
ducing tractors, cars and trucks, 
combustion engines and to the 
shipyards; foreign exchange was 
given to them to import the 
necessary machinery and their 
productive activities were ex- 
empted from taxes, revaluation 
of assets and special facilities 
to pay off mortgages.

planned in order to rehabilitate 
the railroad network. As _ re- 
gards sea, air and fluvial com- 
munications there took place 
and extension and renovation 
of the fleet, and the building 
of a hundred new aerodromes. 


First Results 

Although it may seem prema- 
ture to advance results of a 
development plan that is still 
under way, there is already 
concrete proof of a deep struc- 
tural transformation of the eco- 
nomy of Argentina, from which 
those strangling knots mention. 
ed above have disappeared. 


The success attained with re 
gard to oll production has been 
so great that it has brought self- 
suflicieneyv to the country in less 
than three vears. The increase 
of crude oil that took place in 


YTF, a State undertsking, and 
in private companies was in 
1950, 30 per cent, 


The output of 1959 was sur- 
passed in 1960 by 48.7 per cent 
at a time when the rate of an- 
nual increase in the world was, 
an average, S per cent. 
Argentina has gone up from 
a production that was the 
equivalent of only 35 per cent 
of the consumption |in 1958, to 
67 per cent in 1960. The ave 
rage daily production in. 1958 
has been tripled in the last few 
monpths. 1961 marked the com- 
mencement of self-sufficiency, 

Besides the intrinsic import- 
ance of these results in them- 
selves, it has to be added that 
they have made it possible to 
do eway definitely with a tahoa 
related to letting foreign capital 
play a positive part In the devel- 
opment of the hasic resources 
of Argentina.

But the country which now 
consumes annually 2 million 
tons, is getting ready to con- 
sume 4 million tons in the next 
three vears or four’ vears. Ifo 
face the new demands, plans 
have already been prepared for 
the construction of two more 
blast furnaces which will bring 
up the production of the fac- 
torv of San Nicolas to two mil- 
liom tons of steel, 

Finally, the sanction given to 
the agreement reached with a 
group of private companies for 
the exploitation of the extre- 
meiy important iron mines. of 
Sierra Grande, and the probable 
construction of a second iron 
and steel factory has been one 
of the great events with truly 
deep economic repercussions. 

After the readjustment that 
*took place in 1959 as in imme- 
diate consequence of the com- 
ing into being of the plan for 
monetary stabilization, the in- 


dex for industrial production 
has grown constantly. It is 
worth noting that this increase 
takes place in a high propor- 
tion in the field of durable 
goods, including metals, machin- 
ery; vehicles and engines. 

The production .of cars and 
trucks which was in 1960 of 80.- 
600 untts, in 1961 has reached 
already the 120,000 mark, and to 
this must be added several adci- 
tional plans to be sanctioned for 
the production by foreign firms 
of 50,000 units more, annually. 
The program for the expansion 
of the car and truck industry is 
intimately connected with the 
ambitious plans for the expan- 
sion of communications that is 
already under way. 

Attention has been given also 
to the development of petroche- 
micai and chemical industries of 
intermediate products; the pro- 
duction of cellulose and paper 
have also been enlarged. as also 
the cement industry and a num- 
ber of other intermediate pro- 
ducts, 


Economic Stability 


, The stability in the structure 
of prices has brought in invest. 
ments of national as well as for- 
eign capital to the more produc- 


tive sectors. The increase of 
true inversions was in 1960 of 
about 30 per cent with relation 
to the vear 1959, and .of 27 per 
cent with relation to the decade 
1950-59. The composition of 
these investments evolved also 
in a+every favorable Way as is 
shown by the fact that the real 
investment in durable means ot 
production increased 62.6 per 
cent with regard to the average 
in the decade 1950-59, 

A considerable increase in the 
capital that the country re- 
quires is being achieved. This 
is necessary not only to elim)- 
nate those internal factors 
which strangled the ‘economy, 
specially in electric energy and 
transport, but also to. intensi- 
fy the industrialization and 
mechanization of agriculture 
which will alleviate those fae- 
tors that strangled fore izn 
trade. The larger number of 
investments in these fields ot 
the economy that deal with pro- 
duction and the transport or 
goods will also absorb a iarge 
portion of human potential, This 
fact and the increase in the reali 
income of every working person 
will .make possible a constant 
increase in production and in 
the average income per capita.

Economy Stabilized 


A few months later, on Dec. 
29, 1958, drastic measures were 
taken to arrest inflation and to 
stabilize the currency, objec- 
tives which have been achieved 
by virtue of the efforts and 
sacrifice of the people. 

With the cooperation of 
public and private organiza- 
tions from abroad, the migra- 
tion of foreign exchange has 
been stopped, and in slightly 
above two years, reserves have 
gone from 180 to 750 million 
dollars, 

The external value of the 
Argentine peso has been stable 
for over one year, the rate of 
currency printing has been re- 
markably slowed down and 
fiscal deficit, though still high, 
has been considerably reduced. 

With the recovery of the 
country’s traditional prestige, 
the reaction abroad has been 
rapid, In little over two 
years, $300 million have been 


invested in essential industrial 
petrochemical 


activities, indu- 


stries, transport, tractors, in- 
termediate chemical industries, 
machine-tools, cement, paper, 
cellulose ... In the meantime, 
a national industry tn railway 
materials is being developed 
and an extensive road-building 
pian is being started, which 
envisages the construction of 
12,250 kilometers of new roads 
before 1965. 


Social Advancement 


In the field of social advance- 
ment, the. General Confedera- 
tion of Labor, which had 
been intervened in 1955 by the 
revolutionary Government, has 
been restored to its own author. 
ities, The sequence of political 
strikes and terrorist activities 
has ceased. 


In the field of education, 
Frondizi has removed the obsta- 
cles that prevented private or- 
ganizations to act in univer- 
sity education. This opening 
up of new possibilities, allows 
the preparation of young 
technicians which the eountry 
fundamentally requires in its 
new stage of development. 

In international relations, the 
characteristic of the Frondizi 
Government has been the main- 
tainance of close and personal 
contact with friendly Govern- 
ments, even before the initia- 
tion of his mandate. 

As President-elect, he visited 
Uruguay, Brazil, Chile and 
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Argentina’s spectacular Iguazu Falls 


Peru. Later, already as Presi- 
dent, he visited Paraguay and 
the United States, and in June 
1960, he left on a tour that in- 
cluded Italy, The Holy See, 
Switzerland, France, Belgium, 
Holland, Western Germany, the 
United Kingdom and Spain. 
He has lent support to the 
negotiations tending to the 
materialization of the Latin 
American Common Market and 
is the first Argentine President 
to travel to the National Sector 
of the Antarctic Continent.

Line Up Your Target 
Before Rolling Ball

When I go into my stance and 
get ready to roll the ball to- 
ward the pins I concentrate on 
one particular spot. Most bowl- 
ers either glue their eyes on the 
13 pocket during their entire 
delivery or fix their gaze on a 
board or range-finder about 15 
feet out frem the foul line until 
the ball is rolled over that spot. 

I use a combination of,, both 
these methods with my own 
variations thrown in for good 
measure. 

While I'm going through my 
preliminary motions of getting 
the ball set “just right” in my 
hand, I take a bead on that 1-3 
pocket. I then draw an ima- 
ginary line from the pocket 
back down the lanes to where I 
am standing on the approach. 
Then I usually pick a spot at a 


line and gengrally in line with 
the second arrow on the right. 


While I still have that line) 
drawn, in my mind's eye, I go} 


into my delivery. For added 
insurance as a control factor, I 
concentrate on finishing my 
right arm out toward my spot. 

I try to roll my ball directly 
over that line. When I do, I 
get a strike more times than 
not. This method is called 
“line” or “area” bowling and 
took me about 10 years to per- 
fect so that I can use it effec- 
tively all the time. 

As a youngster, I started by 
“Pin” bowling, next went to 
“spot” bowling as I advanced in 
the game, and now use the 
“line” with the pins and thé 
spot. on the lanes as double 
check-poinrits. .

He Was ‘accompanied by his 
pretty daughter Motoko, Shoji 
Kawashima, managing director, 
and Kazuma Nakayama, manag- 
er of the public relations and 
foreign research department, of 
Nomura. 

During the tour, Okumura 
met many political and econo- 
mic dignitaries including For- 
eign Secretary Lord Home of 
Britain, Douglas C. Dillon, U.S. 
Treasury Secretary and Eugene 
R. Black, president of the World 
Bank. 

He said’ the new economic 
waves were represented by 
growing trends among Free 
World nations to form economic 
alliances. ‘ 

Above all, the British move to 
join the European Economic 
Community (EEC) is a monu- 
mental step in the economic an- 
nals of Europe. 

Describing the trends as 
“new departure of Free World 


economy,” he emphasized that |

The international balance of 
payments for November regis- 
tered an estimated deficit of $20 
million, the Bank of Japan and 
Finance Ministry announced | 
yesterday. It was the first time 
since July that the drop was 
held to below $100 million. 

The improvement was largely 
attributed to arrival of $50 mil- 
lion In American bank loans ex- 
tended to the Government, 

During November, trade defi- 
cita were down $16 million, to 
$60 million, from October. Cap- 
ital transactions showed a favor- 
able balance of about $40 mil- 
lion as compared with a deficit 
of $30 million registered in Octo- 
ber. 

The receipt of the first $50 
million portion of a total of 
$200,100,000 of loans extended 
Japan by three major Ameriéan 
banks was chiefly instrumental 
in the upturn,

a substantial improvement in 
trade with some decrease in im- 
ports, central bank and finan-' 
cial authorities said the situation | 
still did not warrant optimism.

Price Factor in Economic Expansion 


The tight money policy is, 
aimed directly and immediately 
at restoration of balance of pay- 
ments equilibrium. 


For the international pay- 
ments position and its reflection 
in the gold and foreign ex- | 
change reserves are blunt and 
frank indicators of the nation’s 
economic and business health. | 
Because no matter how fast the 
economy is growing and busi 
ness is booming, if the balance 
of payments signal is unfavor- 
able for any prolonged period 
and the nation's reserves are be- 
ing drained away quickly, these 
are grave warnings which must 
be heeded. 


The above is true so far as 
it goes, but it doesn't tell the 
whole story and leaves ott cer- 
tain significant factors and con- 
siderations. 

One is the price factor while 
the other refers to the perennial 
mission of monetary policy, that 
of fostering growth but mode- 
rating cyclical fluctuations and 
the most basic one of maintain- 
ing reasonable stable value for 
the monetary unit—all inextric- 
ably intertwined. And in the 
current Japanese business situa- 
tion, all the excitement seems 
to be over the balance of pay- 
ments difficulties and the price 
factor appears to be glossed 
over or taken as a matter of 
course. That is to say, the 
wholesale price trend is con- 
sidered no problem at all be- 
cause of only minor fluctua- 
tions, and the sharp increase in 
consumer prices is interpreted 
as a natural and inevitable phe- 


nomenon accompanying the 
fast and high growth. The 
same holds true for rising 


wages and tight labor market. 
Price Factor Neglected 


A matter of concern to mone- 
tary circles is that the price 
factor in stable monetary value 
is being blurred and is not given 
the attention it deserves. More- 
over, they believe that the price | 
situation is largely due to the | 
buoyant and active push and | 
stimulation from the fast growth 
policy phase and is likely to 
affect savings and cause unfavor- 
able influences on the domestic- 
overseas price gap. 

The rising wage trend is also 
re.ated to the price trend. Rise 
in consumer prices include food

Adjustment Postponed 


It is recalled that the. Japa- 
nese economy around mid-1960 
took on maturing and fully ex- 
tended aspects, and prices were 
steadying. But the situation 
again turned buoyant through 
Government policy stimulation. 
The adjustment process was 
stymied and postponed as re- 
vealed in the current over-all 
tight money policy institution 
and tight business financing. 

Price and wage rises have

Output of iron and steel pro- 
ducts will level off during the 
last quarter of fiscal 1961 (Jan- 
uary-March next year).

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Alleged Rightist Conspiracy 

The arrest of 13 ultranationalists by the police on 
Tuesday’on account of an alleged conspiracy to kill Prime 
Minister Ikeda and other Government leaders is a pointed 
reminder that there are others beside leftist-oriented per- 
. sons ‘who are dissatisfied with parliamentary government 
in this country and who desire its overthrow. 

We cannot, of course, comment at this stage on the 
guilt or otherwise of the arrested men; if they have proken 
the laws they will be brought to trial and the evidence 
produced against them should reveal the extent of the 
movement in which they are said to have participated. 
The nhumiber of the arrested men suggests, of course, that 
such movement is of a sufficient size and scope to be 
taken serious notice of and that it is no mere childish 
prank on the part of a few disgruntled individuals. 


It will be noted that several of the arrested men are 
former members of the old armed forces and all are said 
to be connected with the Kokushi Kai, an association 
avowedly formed to study Japanese history. This society 
has an innocent enough title but it is well Known that the 
ultrarightists put a very different interpretation on the 
course of Japanese history to that accepted by ordinary 
people who have pledged their faith in the democratic 
changes. of recent years. : 

Most people, hearing of these arrests, will ask them- 
selves what is the real political condition of this country 
and the prospects for a continuation of stable democratic 
government. We are no exception in this matter and may 
therefore be excused for trying to puzzle out some of the 
more obvious trends in the situaticn. 

To begin with, we feel assured that the number of 
persons in Japan today who could be justly dubbed 
“ultrarightists” or “ultranationalists” is very small, nor 
do we believe that those who feel attracted to the vague 
and nebulous doctrines of “ultranationalism” are well 
organized. There exists, of course, a number of small 
associations, in most cases well watched by the police we 
believe, whose members hold beliefs which range from a 
desire merely to combat communism and socialism to a 
rejection of democratic methods of government in toto. 


The extreme rightists know full well that in present- 
day Japan they have no chance of making their views 
triumph through lawful means and hence they are liable 
to succumb to the temptation to adopt terrorist methods, 
a proceeding unfortunately only too well Known to previ- 
ous Japanese history. The assassination of the former 
Socialist leader, Mr. Asanuma, is a case in point. The 
views held by some rightists, let it be said, are of such 
an extreme kind that they must strike the ordinary person 
as verging on insanity, but this, of course, means that 
such yiews can be all the more dangerous. 

To those who already harbor a tendency to distinctly 
rightist views, it must be conceded, the speeches and 
action of leftist elements in the nation, who seem to take 
a greater delight in lauding Moscow and Peiping-than in 
working for the development of their own country on 
reasonably national lines, form an incentive to extremist 
views conceived in a spirit of bitternesses. 

We feel sure that a majority of the Japanese people 

understand that true democracy involves a middie way, a 
reasoned way which would secure the best possible fruits 
for all sections of the nation, and are convinced that 
neither the ultrarightists nor the extreme leftists have 
anything useful to teach them. 

But we also feel that if the opposition political parties 
in the Diet showed a greater determination to enhance 
the national welfare of their country there would be less 
heard of those who advocate a return to older ideas of 
government. The present political set-up in Japan may 
not be perfect, but it has already achieved some good 
results, and we have no doubt that, if properly operated 
by honest men, it can be made to yield even better results 
in the future. 


The singling out of Prime Minister Ikeda for attack 
by the -ultrarightists seems particularly unjustified. 
Although we may not agree with all he has done, especial- 
ly in the economic field, we think his administration has 
been marked by assiduous attention to what he feeis are 
the best interests of the nation, considered as a whole. 
The serious rise in the cost of living has led to a good 
deal of dissatisfaction, but whether this is inevitabie or 
not, most people realize that this development must be 
dealt with by patient research and cautious action. 

If rightist circles believe that the Prime Minister's 
record since he came into power has been such as to make 
it easier in the future for leftists to come into power, we 
believe they are mistaken. We fail to see any significant 
weakness in the Government’s adherence to the methods 
of parliamentary government in the face of leftist pres- 
sures. Mr. Ikeda has, in fact, been as pleasant as occasion 
demands toward the opposition but he has never surren- 
dered*the principles in which he and his political party 
believe. 

What Japan needs today is a sensible political outlook, 
devoid of fanaticism on the part of left or right extremists, 
and a sound conviction that proper parliamentary celibe- 
ration on. the virtues of every proposed matter of policy 
is the only way to national success. 

The police appear to have done a good job in nipping 
in the bud the latest conspiracy against good government 
and public order, and the Ikeda Government may be 
expected to continue courageously to uphold the system 
of representative democracy as it been established 
here under the Constitution. , 


Red Road Into Nepal 


India Displeased, West Concerned Over New Link With China 


KATMANDU, Nepal (AP)— 
The presence of Communist 
China as a neighbor of neutral 
little Nepal is being increasing- 
ly felt in Katmandu, 

For years Nepal had faced 
downhill toward its other neigh- 
bor, India, and been almost cut 
off from the Chinese across the 


Himalayas in Tibet. Now a 
balanee is being established 
with the Nepali Government 


looking both to New Delhi and 
to Peiping. 

Nepalis with a sense of his- 
tory say this is only a return to 
the traditional position of their 
mountain land. But India ap- 
pears displeased and some West- 
ern observers are concerned that 
Nepal might come under 
Peiping’s influence. 

The development of Nepal's 
two-way outlook was climaxed 
by the signing in Peiping Oct. 
5 of a highway agreement. 
China promised a £3,500,000 
sterling and men and machines 
to build the first vehicular road 
from Katmandu to the Tibetan 
border. 

At present Katmandu is linked 
only with India. The road was 
built and is still maintained by 
the Indian army at Nepal's re- 
quest. Officially, India has not 
commented on the Chinese road. 
But the Indian press and some 
private groups have taken 
alarm and warned,Of strategic, 
commercial and prestige dan- 
gers to India. 

The Nepali Government ex- 
plains the road is just a nor- 
mal part of trying to pet a 
communications in this primi- 
tive country, an effort in which 
the United States, India and the 
Soviet Union also have aid pro-

most trade from India to Tibet 
passed through Nepal by mule 
and human porter before the 
British opened another route 
about 1904.

British 
India and then independent 
India have had a large, active 
embassy here for a century but 
China opened an embassy only 
in, 1959 and Nepal stationed its 
first ambassador in Peiping only 
this year, 

Another factor might have 
been a desire to break India’s 
monopoly on access to Nepal. 
The “big brother” feeling of 
India for Nepal is strong. At 
times, in awkward public moves 
and tactless private statements, 
it has extended to an Indian 
attitude of knowing best for 
Nepal. 

This is greatly resented by a 
sturdy hill people who have 
proven their ability to fight for 
their independence. Some polli- 
ticlans have found anti-Indian 
feeling a handy tool. 


These politicians and the ele- 
ments they represent now see 
China’s importance in Nepal ris- 
ing toward matching India’s im- 
portance. 


Some opponents of King 
Mahendra, who runs Nepal per- 


sonally since jailing an elected 
Prime Minister, accuse him of 
being pro-Communist. They say 
he is trying to get Chinese help 
to bolster his throne against 
those seeking to force a return 
to parliamentary democracy. 

No one really knows Mahen- 
dra, a withdrawn man who 
keeps his own counsel. But 
some persons who have studied 
him think he is aware of the 
dangers of relying on Commu- 
nists while possibly thinking he 
is clever enough to use them. 

His opponents note that the 
former Prime Minister, B. P. 
Koirala, stalled on Chinese re- 
quests to build a road from 
Katmandu to Tibet. Koirala 
said there was no economic 
justification. The agreement 
signed in Peiping says Nepal 
asked Chinese help to build the 
road. 

Koirala was deeply suspicious 
of China’s aims in the Hima- 
layas. There is a Chinese claim 
to some authority over Nepal 
dating back to dim, dubious his- 
tory. Mao Tse-tung = asserted 
this claim in 1935, long before 
he came to power, but Commu- 
nist China now has a treaty of 
peace and friendship with 
Nenal. 

There is no indication of sus- 
picion of China by King Mahen- 


dra's Government. Instead, 
there are closer and more 
friendly contacts. 


India, with its own bitter 
border dispute with China unre- 
solved, is watching the situation 
closely ‘without being able to 
check the decline in its relative 
importance to Nepal. And some 
Westerners, always suspicious of 
the Chinese, are more openiy 
worried.

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Razed Orphanage Needs Help 


To the Editor: 


Nearly three years ago I had 
the privilege of addressing your 
readers in behalf of Fukujuen 
Orphanage, a children’s home 
some 10 miles from Sapporo. 
At that time there had been a 
fire in their storage shed and 
much of their food and other 
things were destroyed. Thanks 
to the generous response of 
your readers, and with help 
from the Hokkaido Government 
and others, a fine conqrete and 
cinder-block warehouse was 
built, much better than its pre- 
decessor. 

And now, once again, fire has 
struck, but fortunately there 
were no injuries nor loss of 
life. This time it was the main 
building that burned down. In 
it were the kitchen, dining-room, 
“ofuro,” offices, sitting-room, 
library, and living quarters for 
the principal and his wife, and 
for four members of the staff. 
The fire was stopped before it 
could spread to any of the chil- 
dren's dormitories, but the rest 
was almost a total loss, includ- 
ing the clothes and possessions 
of the four staff members and 
the principal, Mr. Yonezawa. 
For him this is* nothing new, 
because he lost everything to 
the Russians in Manchuria after 
the war. 

Three weekend work camps 
have been held by young peo- 
ple of the Christian churches 


here, and with the help of 
American soldiers from Camp 
Chitose and students from Nop- 
poro College, the debris has 
been cleared, and carpenters 
have put up some temporary 
walls to give minimum protec- 
tion against the snow, of which 
we already have several inches, 
and to house the kitchen, a 
small office and a bath No 
permanent building is possible 
until the winter snows have 
melted and funds are available. 

Plans have been drawn up 
for a new building of nonin- 
flammable material to replace 
the old .wooden structure, and 
these are being submitted to 
the Hokkaido Government. It 
is estimated that this will cost 
about ¥11 million for a build- 
ing of 137 tsubo and its furnish- 


ings. The Government, in such 
cases, if they are approved, 
grants three-quarters of the 


costs, but bases the amount on 
a building cost estimate which 
is considerably less than what 
it actually costs to build. We 
are hoping that the Community 
Chest Fund will contribute 
something, but even so there 
will probably be at least a ¥3 
million deficit. 


From friends and , interested 
ageneies we have hopes of re- 
ceiving about ¥2 million of this, 
and for the remaining ¥1 mil- 
lion we must depend on the 
general public.

JAPAN, Leaves From a Contem- 
porary Album. By Eric A. Kaem- 
merer.

This volume contains 49 ex- 
cellent reproductions both in 
color and monochrome of paint- 
ings depicting various crafts- 
men at work or shops selling 
their products done in the ear- 
ly Tokugawa deys more than 
250 years ago. 

The original painter is uwun- 
known, but he has succeeded 


in faithfully revealing the 
characteristics, manners and 
habits of these artisans. Not 


only that, the habits of the peo- 
ple themselves may be gleaned. 

Among the craftsmen are the 
vrush maker, dyer, weaver, silk 
cord maker, needle maker, fish- 


monger, yeast maker. noodle 
maker, medicine maker, tool 
maker, mat maker. bamboo 


screen maker, bookbinder. and 
others, and also dealers in these 
products. 

In his preface, Eric Kaem- 
merer surveys the history and 
development of the crafts as 
well as their guilds. He traces, 
furthermore, the stages by 
which the merchandising of such 
goods developed in feudal days. 
In regard to the pictures he also 
explains the various types of 
painting that flourished in the 
country, remarking on the sense 
of perspective Japanese artists 
showed in their paintings. 

Each picture reproduced is 
&-ven a detailed explanation so 
that the reader learns how 
each object was made and sold. 

The origina’ pictures, though 
old, have been well preserved 
so that the reproductions are 
clear enough to enable one to 
fully appreciate the painter's 
work. 

The author is a German 
businessman who has lived for 
many years in Japan. His book 
is a valuable addition to the 
great wealth of material now 
being uncovered on old Japan. 
There is added ifiterest in not- 
ing that many of the crafts and 
trades contained in the book 
have now disappeared.—(MOCK 
JOYA).

Anything involving Fidel Castro is bdlund to be a comple 
and tortuous business, partly because he is what he is, partly 
because the struggle he is waging and the struggle being waged 
against him are full of indirections, 

Take the most recent and most important event—the decision 
of the Organization of American States to hold a fulltress com 
ference of the hemisphere foreign ministers on Jan. 10, probably 
in Panama. The idea for it comes from the Colombian repre- 
sentatives. The foreign ministers have shown courage and 
statesmanship in taking the lead on a problem which will plague 
all the governments of the Americas unless it is clearly faced. 
The question is whether the OAS, as the agency of all the Amert 
can governments, can go on much longer with a split attitude 
toward the Castro regime, or whether it must act to meet it as 
an aggressive threat to hemisphere peace. 

. ° . 


The heart of the problem lies in whether attempts to over- 
throw the government of one member state, planned and direct- 
ed by another, are a form of aggression and therefore subject to 
collective sanctions. When Trujillo was guilty of such attempts 
the OAS did not hesitate to vote diplomatic and economic 
penalties against his regime, Which is at least in part the reason 
it has fallen, 

If Trujillo, why not Castro? In his cynicism he has scarcely 
concealed his aim to spread his revolution throughout the Amer- 
icas, to overthrow not only the few remaining reactionary dic- 
tatorships but the left democratic regimes as well. Legally, of 
course, Castro has the right to form a close economic and mili- 
tary alliance with any other nation, including Russia. But when 
his Russian ties make Cuba, as they have done, effectually a 
Russian satellite, and when Castro’s attempts at subversion of 
other governments are made in connection with the Communist 
propaganda and espionage apparatus throughout the Americas, 
the aggressive threat to hemisphere peace is compounded by his 
Russian partnership. 

Castro is, of course, aware of where this reasoning could 
lead, which is why his OAS delegate, Calos Lechuga, attacked 
the idea of the foreign ministers conference so violently. Lechuga 
talked of its being a step toward invasion, which is nonsense, 
since the OAS members would never dream of taking action if 
Castro were to call off his campaign for a “Marxist-Leninist” 
Latin-America by Cuba-based revolutions. His real fear ts that 
an OAS which cou!d reach a measure of unity toward him could 
thereby compel him to call off his dream of winning the hemi- 
sphere for his Communist masters, and becoming their proconsul 
in charge of the Americas.

Being characteristically a plunger and overreacher. Castro 
has helped the cause of his opponents by declaring himself quite 
openly as a Communist. “I am a Marxist-Leninist, and will be 
one until the day I die.” he said in one of his marathon middle. 
of-the-night TV_speeches. For the past eight vears, he said, his 
political credo has been “more or less what it is now.” but he 
kept his communism hidden from the Cubans and hie American 
champions “because otherwise we might have alienated the bour- 
geoisie and other forces which we knew we would eventually 
have to fight.” 

This confession, late as it comes, is an event of prime im- 
portance. It should put an end to the foolish talk by a number 
of naive American, French, and British political romantics who 
have clung to the view that Castro has been merely an agrarian 
reformer and homegrown revolutionary, instead of a conscious 
carrier of the grand design of world communism. 

I have read many discussions of the question of the extent 
of Castro’s communism. The best is in 4 just published paper- 
back by Daniel James, “Cuba: The First Soviet’Satellite in the 
Americas” (Avon) which is the result of interviews with the 
leading Cuban exiles, many of them former collaborators and 
close friends of Castro. James’ chapter, “Was Castro a Com- 
munist?” stands up remarkably well after Castro's confession. 
The book seems loosely and overhastily Written, but I commend 
it heartily, especially to those who have allowed the vapors of 
Castro's naive defenders to becloud their judgment,

But one must ask why Castro has chosen this moment to 
tell all—or almost all. There are two clues to an answer. One 
is that his regime is having a hard time economically, and is 
meeting with doubts and defections; he needs a strong, iron- 
ribbed party organization now to give him an organizational 
base, and he is in effect pushing the hack Communist léaders 
aside and putting himself at the head of the Cuban Communist 
movement. 

The second is that since the Russian Party Congress’ demand 
that Communist parties throughout the world take a stand be- 
tween Khrushchev and Mao Tse-tung, Castro has felt it neces- 
sary to stand up and be counted on the side of the Russians 
rather than the Chinese. This is the meaning of his rejection 
of the “personality cult,” which would otherwise be something 
of a joke for so self-centered and powérdirunk a Communist 
caudillo: 

Toward such a Castro and such a regime an OAS policy 
of quiet and legal collective action in the interests of collective 
security is clearly the only policy to be taken.
